PENROSE SAYS

In a vigorous speecch deliviered
Roxbborough of  men-
bers of the Patrlotic Order, Sons of
Amerlen, Unlted Siates sonntor Holse
Penrose  characeerized  the  United
States as 4 colusus that Is really (e
fenseless ugainst forelgn aggression
says the Phlladelphia Ledger, He said
the navy was Insdeguate and hoplessly
unprepared for war; that it was poor-
ly balanced, Inadequately nunned,
had no organized reserve of trafned
men avallable In case of war and that
many ships were obsolate,

There were barely 20,000 mobile
troons in continental United Stutes,
he asserted, and even this force was
short of otlcers.  We have no re-
serve, and the addition of raw recruits
to the regular army is an HLIErgency
would fwpair Its efMclency. The Na-
tlonal Guard is fur below (s paper
atrength In men, equipment and effi-
cleney.

He called on bis hearsers to join the
movement to pul the country in a
stity of adequute defense, and pssert-
ed that we must adopt measures o
Wlace our willtary urms In such con-
ditlon thut protection for Amerfcan
citlzens and protection for our coasts
can at all times be secured.

“Notwithstanding our greatness we
find onrselves with a miserably inade-
quate preparation of patlonal defense,”
vald Senator Penrose. “The greatest
war In the history of civillzatlon fs
polng on in Europe.  War clouds look
dark In the Orient. We have a cala-
mitous war on our scouthern border.
We are surrounded on all sides by
struggle and  conflgratich. Our
commerce on the high scas is threat-
ened, Imperilied and destroyed.

“We hope and prav that the dread-
ful conflict shall ceuse at the earliest
passible woment. We demuand that
our government shall absclutely up-
hold and preserve Amoerican neutrali-
ty umder the American flag. With
wike counsel and sagacious stales-
munship there can be no possible rea-
son for our becoming involved in the
atruggle.  Our only participation in
It should be te counsel and ald,
should the opportunity be offered lat-
er on.

“But' in the meanwhile the fact re-
maing that we really stand unprotect-
ed and helpless against the immediate
effects of forelgn aggression should
conditlons open the way to permit
such an attack. We are not as help-
less a8 China, but we are largely un-
prepared.

“Let it be understood at once that I
do not advise any militarism in the
United States. Like the people of Eng-
land, we are not u military nation. We
preserve a small standing army, but
we never have had and never will
have a wholesale conscription of all
our citizens such aa has been develop-
ed among the nations of BEurope durlng
the last 50 years. We are not bur-
dened by the traditlons and the hat-
reds of rivalries, national or dynastic.
Our gowernment means peace and jus-
tice and opportunity. But no nation
cap tell when it may be driven into
war. The present widespread strug-

gle came llke a bolt out of a clear
sky.

“I do not urge a
wroy

large standing
I certainly do not urge a gen-
erul conscription of all American cii-
zens for military service for a period

or yvears. But I do urge on vou und
the American people the hmportance
of a navy which will be adequate in
battleships and all the auxiliary ves-
sels and equipment of naval warfare,
50 that we can have our commerce
absolutely protected on the high seus
in the case of future foreign wars, so
thut we can eniorce respect for ine
Americen natlon, protection for Amer-
fean cltizens and protection of our
American coasts at anyqand all times,

“And, further, the time geems to me
Lo huve come when the American peo-
ple ought to take such conservativie
ud proper steps us may be reguired
that the country can be put, in =
short time, wpon a sefliclent aggros-
lon either from one pation or against
an allfance of pations.”

Senator Penrose then described in
detuil the systemn of territorinl and
citizen soldiery which has been de-
veloped in Australia und New Zealund
and how tholse colonfes were able to
put at the ddisposal of England a
comparatively strong foree of tralned
troops us the result of thelr metliols.

“It I8 necessary Lo recite [rum-
drous reports and statements of offl-
clals and publi¢ men regording the
unpreparedness of the United States
in case of war,” he continved. *We
have barely 30,000 moblle troops In
continental United States. They are
distributed among 52 posts, and could
not be guickly mobilized at a given
point. Even this small force is short
of oificers, ammunition and equipment.
It has no organized reserve. The ad-
dition of raw recruits in an emergency
would impalr its efliciency. As a re-
sult of our small army post avsiem

the officers  are  unaccustomed Lo
andling large bodies of men.
“Our National Gaard, through the

neglectful poliey of the government,
and the indiference of the people at
large, in many cases fails to attract
young men, and is far below lis pa-
per strength in men, equipment and
efficiency. In this statement I do
not vefer to the National Guard of
Pennsylvania, which always has been
maintained upon an efiicient footing,
but to the Natlonal Guards of other
States in the country at iarge. More.
over, our coast defenses are Inade-
quate, and our fortifications are in-

‘sufficiently manned.

“Our navy is not adequate, and
neither is it prepared for war. It
is exceeded in tonnage by Great Bri-
tain, Germany, and France. Many of
our ships are obsolete

The navy Is poorly balanced and ls
lacking in fast scout crulsers, battle
cruisers, aeroplanes and mine lavers,
supply ships an dtransports, and all
the other auxiliaries of a complete
navy. It is well known that it Is in-
adequately mahned siow and has no
organized rezerve of trained men,
avallable in the event of war. Ot
course & modern navy cannot be im-
provised, ps it takes several years 10
bufld battleships and to traln men to
operate them.

(New York Tlmes.)
Critleism of our jury system as it
has come to be have been [requent
for years past. Most of it has been
from laymen, but not o ew represen-
tatlves of the law fiself have com-
mented more or less strougly on the
survival in this system of peculiarities
and principles which, though com-
mendable when established, have long
since served to give immunity to gullt

rather than protection to innocence.

As instances of rules that have been
condemned as anachronistic may be
mentioned the requirements of un-
animity among jurors as the only
basis of conviction, and the refusal
to let a defendant's failure to take
the stand In his own defense count
against hlm. It has been left, how-
ever, for Judge Alonzo J. Clearwater,
ex-president of the State Bar Associa-
tion and now a delegate to the con-
stitutional convention, to make before
the judiciary committee of the latter
body the plain accusation—perhaps it
would be better described as the frank
confession—that there has been of
late years a marked and steady de-
terioration in the intellectual and
moral quality of jurymen and conse-
quently of jurles. i

That is something most laymen
would hesitate to say, so often and so
sternly have we been commanded to
respect “the palladium of our liber-
ties," and if we had whispered some-
thing ©. the sort we probably would
havp ascribed the deterioration to the
queer, and to us always absurd, re-
quirement that to be eligible as a
Juror one must have neglected to
utilize the common facilities for keep-
ing himself decently informed as (o
the happenings of the time and to form
opinions In regard to what he thus
learned.

But Judge Clearwater gave quite
another reason He explained what
he declared to be the incompetence of
jurors as being the result of exempt-
ing from jury duty practically every-
body with an excuse for not .erving—
and enough of “pull,” political or oth-
er, to excuse the accepting of the ex-
cuse, Thus many large classes get
off altogether, and the performance
of the duty is left in part to those
witu - ‘lking for it, because they have
nothiag else if they had it to do, and
in rart to those whose presence on
Jurles is wanted for reasons that—
well, that are irrelevant to the admin-
istratian of justice.
